Two Sides of It. 

“He indicts society, but files no specifica- 
tions. He agonizes in eloquent. language 
and demands the indefinite; not a practical 
suggestion, not a line nor a word as to how— 
and yet the duties and burdens of our social 
problems are on him as much ag on any. 

“On the other hand, from men who are 
shocked and alarmed by expressions like 
these I have quoted, which come in from 
many sides, I hear equally erratic reflec- 
tions. ‘The republic is a failure; we need 
a strong government,’ etc., etc. Now, it 
stems to me that in both these classes orf 
men emotional excitement bas perverted 
judgment, and both threaten the welfare of 
the body politic. 

It is unwise to be blind to the dangers in 
such a situation. Hysteria, though func- 
tional in its operation, may induce organic 
disease. Men of steady minds and strong 


hearts must, with temperance and charity 


in the exercise of right reason, find the true 
path which leads to peace and safety. There 
are real mistakes to be corrected, We have 
violated the natural lawe which govern in 
the realm of economics with the same force 
and power that they do in the physical realm. 

Loet the deep interest you really feel in the 
problems of the people be known to all the 
people. They know your strength, power, and 
influence. Let them experience in a larger 
measures your sympathy, your sense of jus- 
tice, and your love. 

A personal word and I am done: 

“Called to new and untried duties, I am 
strengthened and encouraged by your ex- 
pressions of confidence. They will stimulate 
zeal and fidelity, and if, when my service is 
ended, it can be said of me: He tried faith- 
fully to serve, not a class, not a coterie, but 
the country as a whole,’ I shall then merit 
the good words which you now so trustfully 
bestow.“

RESCUES THE YAN RAALTE’S CREW, 


Fire Tag Chicago Takes the Men 
Aboard and Supply Boat Sinks 
to Its Gun wales. 


The crew of the big supply tug A. C. Van 


Raalte was rescued from the sinking boat in 


the Calumet River, near the Ninety-second 
street bridge, by the fire tug Chicago, just 
before midnight last night. The rescued 
men, although well nigh exhausted, declined 
to be taken ashore, and continued their 
efforts to keep the craft afloat. The boat's 
fires were out and the vessel sunk to the 
gunwales with every prospect of reaching 
the bottom before daylight. 

The rescued men were: 

Roswell C. Smith, Captain. 

James Inman, engineer. 

George Grey, fireman. 

John Market, George Smith, and John Smith, 
crew. 

While returning to its dock late yesterday 
afternoon from the intermediate crib off 
Sixty-elghth street and bucking a tremen- 
dous ice floe the tug sprung a leak and began 
to fill. For four hours the boat, under a full 
head of steam, battled with the ice in an 
effort to reach its dock before the water 
reached the boilers. At 10 o’clock the al- 
most water-logged boat steamed into the 
Calumet River, the crew standing knee-deep 
in water. When within a few hundred feet

| WINDOW GLASS TRUST RAISES PRICES, 


Advance of 2 1-2 Per Cent in Central 
and Western Districts—List 
ef Disceunts. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 11.—{Spécial.}—The 
Pittsburg and Western selling agencies of 
the window glass manufacturers, meeting 
at Chicago, advanced prices 2% per cent, be- 
ginning March 1, in the Central and Western 
districts. This does not include the Atlantic, 
Pacific, and gulf coast districts, where im- 
ported glass comes into competition. 

The manufacturers abolished the rebate 
System, quoting instead flat prices The 
discounts are as follows: On orders of lese 
than carlots, discount 70 and 5 per cent off; 
carlots, 75 and 2% off; 2,000 boxes, 75 and 8 
e ; and on 5,000-box orders, 75 and 5 and 2% 
off. 


The Manufacturers’ committee will meet 
with the Eastern jobbers in New York next 
week to establish a list of discounts for the 
Eastern trade. |

W. T. Baker, who was the first formal 
speaker, talked feelingly of his intimate con- 
nection with Mr. Gage as a business-man and

Capt. Smith said this morning he thought 
the falsé bottom of the boat had been broken 
through by theice. He thinks the vessel can 
be raised without heavy damage. 

The Van Raalte is owned by Ross & Ross, 


Contractors. The craft had an exciting ex- 


perience in the ice off Fifty-third street on 
the night of Feb. 1. It was on its way to 
the harbor from the Sixty-elghth street 
crib, when it was hemmed in by the pack, 
and for twenty hours the crew was com- 
pelted to work without rest or food, trying to 
cut through the ice and pumping to keep the 
Jeaking craft. afloat.

called to elect a successor to Senator Sher- 
man Hanna will be elected by a large ma- 
jority: 

The replies to the canvass are said by 
Hanna men here to have been almost in the 
nature of pledges of votes, amd they are feel- 
ing correspondingly happy. Both factions 
in the Senatorial fight have thus far been 
daiming a majority of the Legislature if it 
came to a special session. The Foraker- 
Bushnell people claim to have taken a sort 
of poll of the members, but it was only an 
Mmformal one, and was made with nothing 
like the thoroughness that has characterized 
the work of Mr. McKinley's secretary. The 
replies have come surprisingly quick. 

Replies Come Quickly. 

How the Democratic Senators answered 
rannot be ascertained, as the Hanna people 
are averse to talking about it with any one 
but themselves. The letters of inquiry hav- 

been addressed to men whose preferences 
for the National Chairman were pretty well 
known, it is supposed the Foraker-Bushnell 
people have not yet heard of the poll. 

If Gov. Bushnell now summons the Leg- 
islature to a special session, in the face of 
this poll, it will be an acknowledgment that 
he has given up the fight and intends to let 
Mr. Hanna have his way. If he does not 
call the Legislature together for fear of Mr. 
Hanna's election the friends of Hanna may 
still triumph by following the already 
mapped out plan of releasing Senator Sher- 
man from the Cabinet and keeping him in the 
Senate. Whichever way it goes, Senator 
Sherman will be with the National Chairman 
and the President-elect.

VENEZUELA BXPECTANT OVER TREATY 


Public Feeling in the South American 
Republic Is Stirred as It Has Not 
Heen for. Years.

Caracas, Venezuela, Feb. 10.—{Copyright- 
ed, 1807, by W. R. Hearst.J—A statement 
that the Anglo-Venezuelan boundary. dis- 
pute incident between the United States and 
Great Britain is far from closed, attributed 
to Mr Scraggs, the former United States 
Minisier here, who is now this country’s 
special counsel in the boundary case, has 
increased the excitement which the Mich- 
elenas letter started yesterday.

Brave Naval Commander Takes His 
Life While Insane in a New 
York Hospital. 


New York, Feb. 11.—Capt. Philo N. McGif- 
fin, who commanded the Chinese ironclad 
Chen Yuen in the battle of Yalu River in 
September, 1894, during the Chino-Japanese 
War, committed suicide early today in the 
Post-Graduate Hospital. 

A note in lead pencil was written on bot 
Sides of a piece of paper torn from a note- 
book was found on a table beside him. It 
read as follows: 

5 Look alive that the bed is not 
get fire by my shot. My compliments and 
adieus to all. I regret that my destination 
must remain to you unknown, but you may 
guess. With apologies to Miss Phelps for 
the row—it is the way that ail guns have, 
Au revoir.” 

On the opposite side of the plece of paper 
Was written: 

Please give my good-by to Mr. Gorham 
(a nurse). My compliments to Mr. Bennett. 
Incidentally I may note that though T af- 
fect my exit it is not the hegira anticipated 
by the learned staff. P. N. M.“ 

The Captain was taken to the hospital the 
middle of last month. He had become in- 
sane, and it was found necessary to have 
him confined in the hospital. He had had 
some sort of mental trouble for months be- 
fore it developed into inaanity, and on his 
being removed to the hospital he was so 
violent that it was found necessary to place 
him in a strait-jacket. . | 

At that time and since then Dr. Hammond 
attributed his eondition to wounds he re- 
ceived inghe battle of the Yalu River, 


Philo N. McGiffin, who commanded the 
Chinese ironclad Chen Yuen at the battle of 
the Yglu._River, was born in Washington, 
Pa., it 1802. He was a son of Capt. Norton 
G. McGiffin, who served in the Mexican war 
with distinction, and who was Colonel of 
the Eighty-eighth Pennsylvania Volunteers 
during the War of the Rebellion. Philo Mc- 
Giffin graduated from the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis with high honors in 1882, 

The personal bravery of Capt. McGiffin 
won admiration tong before the battle of 
the Yalu River. He was throw by an acci- 
dent of travel into the midst of the great 
railroad strike in Pittsburg in 1877, and ten- 
dered his services to the city. They were 
accepted, and during the strike he distin- 
guished himself by personal bravery, running 
an engine single-handed through a mob of 
etrikers to rescue some soldiers imprisoned 
in the round-house. He was awarded a 
gold medal anda vote of thanks by the City 
Council. x 

While he was a cadet in the naval academy 
McGiffin received the thanks of the Sécre- 
tary of the Navy for rescuing two children 
from a burning building. 

Some two years later McGiffln was compli- 
mented in a general order from the Secretary 
of the Navy for an act ot personal bravery 
in going aloft to secure a spar on the Consti- 
tution during a hurricane when the sailors 
would not venture into the rigging. 

After graduating near the head ot his class 
McGitffin was honorably discharged in.1884, 
owing to a reduction in the number of mid- 
shipmen. 

He entered the services of China during the 
Franco-Chinese war, and was distinguished 
for gallantry, was sent to England,to super- 
intend the construction of tronclads, and at 
the outbreak of hostilities with Japan was 
put in command of the Chinese squadron. 
His part in the battle of the Valu is: well 
known, and, although it wage a defeat for the 
Chinese fleet, it accomplished {te’desired end 
in preventing the landing of a Japanese 
force in the rear of the Chinesé army,

Hew he got in is worrying the 
eight guards. They were watching the 
building carefully, three of them being sta- 
tioned on the roof. Dr. Potter’s appearance 
was to them much like that of a ghost. He 
evidently profited by his former experience 
in the building when it was besieged by the 
Mission Society people. 

The invasion of the house contributes an- 
other chapter to the Potter- Rockefeller 
$250,000 slander sult records. In the fight 
the Mission Society is endeavoring to gain 
posession of the church house. The family 
of Dr. Potter and Mrs. Ross were isolated 
once before. The siege was lifted only a 
few weeks ago, when Mrs. Ross secured a re- 
straining order. Since that time Dr. Potter 
— his people have lived undisturbed up to 
today. ’

BURNHAM ON HIS LAKESIDE PARIS, 


Architect Says the Water Front Gan 
Be Beautified to Eclipse Like Work 
of World-Wide Fame. 


D. H. Burnham talked at length yester- 
day of the lakeside Paris into which he 
hopes to see CRicago olle day transformed. 
As the architect told the South Park Board 
the day before, his plans for improving and 
eautifying the Lake-Front are as yet in- 
choate. He has, however, certain well de- 
fined general ideas and if the board backs 
him up he says he will in due time present 
plans to eclipse anything in the way of pub- 
lie boulevarding and landscape .gardening 
known to the world. He is sanguine, too, 
that the enterprise will be one of profit to 
the city and says he feels assured of the 
requisite backing when his scheme is un- 
folded in detail. 

No city ever had the opportunity which 
Chicago has,“ he said, of making on a 
magnificent scale ideal landscape creations. 
The opportunity is here and if it is improved 
there will be nothing in the world to com- 
pare with it. It will convert our unsightly 
Lake-Front into a place of ideal beauty, and 
thousands of people from all parts of the 
world will come here to feast their eyes. 

„And 1 should like to see impressed upon 
the public mind that the project is an 
eminently practical one, for, viewed from a 
purely financial standpoint, it is certain to 
be an exceedingly profitable investment.“ 

„ should like to see an estimate made 
of the amount of money which is spent out- 
side of Chicago every, year by the wealthier 
classes at places which are attractive by 
reason of their beautiful surroundings. In 
the aggregate I am satisfied it would be 
something startling. Of course, all of this 
could net be kept in the city even with the 
proposed improvements, but a large part of 
it would remain here. 

„ But this would be but a small sum as 
compared with that brought here by visitors 
from all parts of this country as well as 
from abroad. The fact is that Italy is large- 
ly Supported by the money brought to that 
country by foreign tourists. What would 
Rome do without the millions poured into its 
lap every year by visitors from other coun- 
| tries? I might ask the same question regard- 
ing Spain, Constantinople, Cairo, and a host 
of other cities and countries which are ob- 
| jects of interest to tourists. They all would 
experience the greatest hardship were this 
source of revenue cut off. 

“Paris is probably one of the best illus- 
trations of the benefits which come from this 
source. When Louis Napoleon launched his 
great scheme of public improvements it was 
generally looked upon as an extravagance, a 
luxury without any substantial benefits to 
follow from it, butit has proved to be a mag- 
nificent investment for that city, and the 
same would prove true with reference to 
Chicago. During the summer months it 
would bring thousands of people from the 
South, and West especially, here, and the 
money they would put into circulation would 
have an appreciable effect upon the business 
ef the city. . n ct

FURTHER SCHEDULES DECIDED UPON. 


Ways and Means Committee Resolves 
to Restore McKinley Duty on 
Lead Ores. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—The most im- 
portant decision agreed upon today by the 
Republican members of the Ways and Means 
eommittee, who are working on the tariff 
bill, was to restore the McKinley duty on 
lead ores. The McKinley rate is 1% cents a 
pound, while the present duty is three- 
fourths of a cent. 

Copper, brass, gold, and silver were also 
restored to the rates of the McKinley law, 
which are 35 per cent ad valorem on copper, 
17 cents a pound on brass, and 30 per cent 
ad valorem on gold and silver. 

The committee also disposed of a number 
of items among the manufacturers of iron 
and steel by giving them specific rates equiv- 
alent to the present ad valorem duties on 
them.

The be- 
lief is growing general that the trade has 
gone beyond the era of big profits, vast com- 
pinations, and the throttling of competi- 
tion. With the passing of high prices go 
also the high wages of iron and steel workers, 

„More work, less wages,“ was the laconic 
way a prominent factor in the steel trade ex- 
pressed himself yesterday. 

“The collapse of the pool and the probable 
dissolution of the iron ore combination,“ he 
continued, will be historical as marking 
the end of the era of high protection prices. 
We have announced to the world we can take 
care of ourselves, and defy all competition. I 
think all the big companies are tired of pools. 
They have protected the weak concerns, 
which should have gone down long ago. 
High prices have limited business, when it 
could have been plentiful for the larger pro- 
ducers.”’

Sales of Steel Rails. 

Sales of steel rails yesterday were again 
heavy. Between 1,000,000 and 2,000,000 tons 
probably have been sold since the war began. 

Vice-President Palmer of the Illinois Steel 
company, when asked the company’s price 
for rails, said: 

~ “We have sold rails today at $18 a ton. 
We understand some Eastern miils have of- 
fered them in this market at $17 a ton.“ 

This means that Carnegie and other Penn- 
sylvania concerns are selling rails delivered 
ia Chicago at 817 a ton. It is the same price 
they are quoting at the mills. President 
Gates left for the East in the afternoon, but 
it is said his mission has no connection with 
the war now being waged. 

With rails at $17 a ton labor gets about all 
there is in it. It takes two tons of ore to 
produce one ton of steel. One and one-half 
tons of fuel are required. The raw material 
is worth about 50 cents for the ore and 75 
cents for the coal as both lie in the ground. 
Estimating the labor required in the trans- 
portation of the ore and coal to the furnace, 
fully $14 out of the $17 goes to labor. Sales 
already made will distribute between $14,- 
000,000 and $28,000,000 among workmen dur- 
ing the next few months. Thisone item will 
have an appreciable effect upon general busi- 


ness. 

Notwithstanding denials, the Merchants’ 
Bar Iron Association is as dead as the steel 
pool. In fact, for a fortnight past the bar 
iron pool has not controlled prices, and busi- 
ness has been obtained at such prices as 
could be secured. 


‘Interest Centers in Ore Pool.

They will hold a meeting 
in this city the latter part of the month to 
discuss the situation.

German Emperor Exhibits Designs 
Showing Recent Increases in 
Other Countries. 


{SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Berlin, Feb. 11.—(Copyrighted, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.)}—Designs showing the naval 
strength of various nations composed by the 
Kaiser and shown to Deputies on the occa- 
sion of Dr. Miguel’s dinner on Monday were 
exposed in the lobby of the Reichstag to- 
day. The first design shows the new ships 
buflt for Germany, France, and Russia since 
1893, with the result that Germany has 
thirty-two, France seventy-eight, and Rus- 
sia thirty-nine vessels ready for service. The 
Kaiser lays stress on the two last-named na- 
tions possessing 117, as against thirty-two 
by Germany. 2 

The second design gives the probable rela- 
tive increase of the respective navies in 1899, 
according to which France and Russia will 
have forty-five new ships, including seven- 
teen first-class and six second-class iron- 
clads and twelve cruisers, whereas Germany 
will only have fourteen new vessels, includ- 
ing four first-class, two second-class, and 
four fourth-class ironélads. 

The third design shows the development of 
the Japanese navy, and the fourth a parallel 
review of the navies of Germany, France, 
Russia, Japan, and the United States from 
1808 to 1807. These designs will be kept in 
the library of the Reichstag, according to

Adress by A. M. Pence. 

The first speaker or the evening was A. M. 
Pence, who said: 

„What a magnificent pageant have we 
now presentéd. Two of the greatest na- 
t‘ons of the earth, governing one-third part 
of the peoples of the world, and whose lan- 
guage is spoken by at least 150,000,000 of 
people, whose literature far surpasses the 
Augustan age of Rome, whose science 
weighs the suns and worlds in a balance, 
set an example to all the world in the ways 
of civilization, peace, and happiness. Who 
can estimate the force of such an example 
if peace can be thus permanently secured 
bretween two nations? It is but a single step 
until there shall be established tribunals 
for the settlement of the differences between 
other nations. 

We can have no happiness as a nation 
and no permanent success until we shall 
learn to attend to our own affairs and to 
turn aside from the temptation of intermed- 
dling with the affairs of other people. We 
must rid ourselves of the thought that we 
possess a divine commission to superintend 
the affairs of the world. It is suf- 
ficient for us to superintend our own affairs, 
and this proposed treaty is the first great 
step which will give us the full opportunities 
to garner all the blessings of peace and to 
establish our civilization upon a lasting 
basis.“ 

Judge Kohlsaat's Remarks. 

The second speaker was Judge C. C. Kohl- 
saat, who said the presence of so many 
women indicated a disposition to arbitrate 
domestic differences. He told a story of a 
married man who said one morning down- 
town that he and his wife had a quarrel 
whether a room should be finished in blue, 
as he wished, or in pink, as she wished; but 
they had compromised by finishing it in 
blue. 

He did not believe there was a right-mind- 
ed man in the community who did not 
desire the ratification of the arbitration 
treaty. The opposition seemed to come en- 
tirely from people with some selfish design 
in regard to the Nicaragua Canal or some 
other scheme. It had been sufficient, how- 
ever, to delay and imperil the ratification, 
and cherefore it was entirely proper thats 
body like the club should give expression to 
its earnest convictions and feelings in re- 
gard to it. At the same time it went with- 
out saying. he added, that this country would 
never arbitrate any question that involved 
its honor or that touched its heart. 

Judge Kohlsaat then gave the treaty his 
warm approval and declared that it ex- 
pressed the sentiment of the American peo- 
ple. Arbitration, he said, was in the air. 
Public sentiment in regard to it had ripened 
rapidly, as in thé case of civil service reform. 


I. K. Boyesen Talks of King Oscar. 


Judge Kohlsaat was followed by I. K. 
Boyesen, who said that for a nation to go 
around with.a chip on its shoulder was bar- 
barism pure and simple. He was sorry that 
such a man as Mr. Roosevelt of New York 
had said recently that war was good fora 
people, and that nothing else could keep 
alive a nation’s self-respect. 

The Anglo-Saxon race, he said, had so 
far led in civilization. To this great race 
the world owed all great ideas, like habeas 
corpus, trial by jury, and universal suffrage. 
He thought it was highly becoming that 
this race should also lead off in the abolition 
of war and the substitution of arbitration. 

Mr. Boyesen spoke particularly of the ob- 
jection made to King Oscar as an umpire. 
Oscar, he said, was one of the most admirable 
characters in the world, high-minded, learned, 
progressive, and just. The Scandinavian 
people were nearly related to this. country, 
as fully one-fourth.of them had found their 
homes here, and every home in Sweden or 
Norway was represented and interested in 
the United States. 

In conclusion he expressed his disapproval 
of the amendment offered to the treaty, ex- 
eluding from its operation all differences 
between this and other countries, and all 
questions of domestic policy, This amend- 
ment, he said, negatived the whole instru- 
ment, and was equivalent to making à treaty 
and then in the same breath taking it back. 
The Senate did not like to receive hints from 
the people, but it had received a hint last 
November, and if it persisted in rejecting the 
treaty perhaps it might get another. | 


Charles H. Aldrich in Closing. 
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New York Diocese and the public generally 
would infer from my language concerning 
the bureau of mischief that I meant him.

At the same time if anybody in Amer- 
ica has any idea that Archbishop Corrigan 
is without influence in Rome he is sorely 
mistaken. Every effort made to insure his 
prestige at the Vatican has helped him, 
and many here believe that he will be the 
next American Cardinal. 


FAREWELL DINNER GIYEN MR. BAYARD 


Loud and Long Continued Cheering 
Follows His References to 
Arbitration. 


London, Feb. 11.—One hundred and fifty 
persons assembled this evening at the dinner 
which the Royal Society’s. club gave to 
United States Ambassador Thomas F. Bay- 
ard, upon his retirement from the Court of 
St. James. 

A feature of the speeches was the extreme 
cordiality with which all references to the 
United States were received. Sir Clements 
Markham, President of the club, in propos- 
ing a*toast in honor of Mr. Bayard, said that 
true gies between Great Britain and the 
United States had been established and cor- 
dial friendships never to be forgotten had 
been formed between Americans and En- 
glishmen. ’ 

Ambassador Bayard was loudly cheered 
when he rose to respond. He made « direct 
allusion to the arbitration treaty and in- 
quired whether, with this important meas- 
ure and the matter of the rule of the road 
at sea settled, it could not but be believed 
that all other differences could be disposed 
of by arbitration. This was followed by 
loud and long continued cheering. Contin- 
uing, Mr. Bayard said: 

“We have here in person the Lord Chief 
Justice of England, Baron Russell of Kil- 
lowen, the greatest living advocate of that 
great principle. I do not for one moment 
believe that the spirit that moved him and 
animated the people behind him, and the 
spirit in which he has been received, can 
long be delayed. It cannot be permanently 
obstructed. It may be delayed, but it cannot 
be defeated.” 

These statements were also followed by 
cheering and scenes of enthusiasm. Con- 
tinuing, Mi. Bayard said: 

„ have labored for a better understand- 
ing between the well-meaning men of both 
countries. No one can doubt, if plain speak- 
ing van make them believe, that the real 
heart of the American people, for which 
alone I pretend to speak, is for a manly 
trust between the people of both countries. 

The conclusion of Ambassador Bayard’s 
address was followed by prolonged cheers. 

The 1 Canterbury said, in re- 
sponding to Mr. vard's address: 

Ambassador Bayard has won the strong- 
est regard of the people of England. We 
feel that the links which Mr. Bayard re- 
ferred to bind us for all time. They will al- 
ways remind us that we are of one blood. 
Our art and our literature are also one. No- 
body desires the prosperity of the United 
States of America more than the people of 
England. We love the Nation which is be- 
coming so powerful before all mankind, and 
we shall always treasure Mr. Bayard among 
our recollections. of America and Amer- 
icans.” 

Lord Chief Justice Russell said: 

There is not today, and I cannot see how 
there ever will be, just cause for quarrel be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain. 
Both nations being governed by the same 
principles, they ought not to allow any inter- 
ests to divide them in their work for hu- 
manity.“

8. M. KICKERSON SUCCEEDS L. J. GAGE 


Elected President of the First National 
Bank—Plans of Future Secre~- 
tary of the Treasury. 


Samuel M. Nickerson was elected President 
of the First National. Bank yesterday to 
succeed Lyman J. Gage. Mr. Gate will retire 
immediately from the bank to prepare for 
bis going to Washington to assume the du- 
ties of Secretary of the Treasury. His res- 
ignation as President was accepted yesterday 
and Mr. Nickerson was elected to succeed 
Mr. Gage. 

The directors created the office of Second 
Vice-President, which was filled by the elec- 
tion of George D. Boulton, who has been in 
charge of the bond department of the bank 
for some years. Mr. Boulton was also elect- 
ed a director to fill the vacancy caused by 
the retirement of Mr. Gage. 

Mr. Nickerson has been with the First 
National Bank for more than thirty years. 
Mr. Nickerson was elected President in Jan- 
uary, 1867, and continued in the office until 
July, 1891, when he retired, Mr. Gage, who 
had been First Vice-President, being elected 
to succeed him. ‘ 

It is understood Mr. Nickerson will hold 
the position only until such time as the di- 
rectors can find the man whom they desire 
shall. succeed permanently to the place. He 
is the largest individual stockholder in the 
institution. 

The First National Bank has published a 


‘chart showing the fluctuations in capftai, 


capital and surplus, deposits, and in loans 
and discounts from 1873 tothe present time. 
This shows that on Jan. 4 deposits amounted 
to $29,437,000—the largest ever shown in the 
history of the hank. From 1879 to the close 
of 1881 the deposits increased from $6,467,000 
to $20,271,000. The loans and discounts on 
Jan. 4 amounted to $16,342,000, as compared 
with $18,742,000 at the end of 1892, which was 
the highest record shown for this item. The 
capital and surplus increased from $1,696,000 
in 1875 to $6,500,000 in 1894. There was 
written off from surplus $1,000,000 in 1894, 
which leaves the capital and surplus at the 
present time $5,300,000,

He became so‘vituperative, 
especially in denouncing women, that when 
the hour of retaliation arrived, late in the 
night, nothing would appease the ardor of 
the crowd but to give the evangelist a ride 
of two miles on a rail, an entertainment 
which proved somewhat uncomfortable, 
owing to the scanty array of clothing he 
was allowed to wear. Then he was given a 
few hours’ respite in order to get cut of 
town, with a promise of a more elaborate 
function in his honor if he failed to comply. 
It seems extraordinary that these evangel- 
ists, even in Kansas, cannot learn to bridle 
their tongues in discussing problems of de- 
portment that are open to debate. They can- 
not expect in reason that they can come into 
a town as strangers and revile the wives 
and daughters of the inhabitants for indulg- 
ing in innocent amusements without suf- 
fering some unpleasant consequences. Mr.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

The supreme test of greatness is giving 
to Abraham Lincoln preémiment rank in 
the history of the world and the world’s 
people. Every year that passes removes 
another stratum of prejudice and bias, 
and through the clearing vista the sub- 
limity of Lincoln's character looms in 
growing ‘juster, This anniversary of 
his birth, the eighty-eighth, falls at 
a time when a special effort has just 
been made to add to the public kneowl- 
edge of Lincoln’s life the rich secretions of 
incidents and side lights held in the mem- 
ories of living witnesses of his earlier 
career. These reminiscences, touching 
chiefly on the homely affairs of everyday 
life, undimmed by even a suggestion of the 
glory held in store by the destiny of the Na- 
tion, have served to fill in the heroic out- 
lines of Lincoln’s personality as revealed 
by his conspicuous achievements, They 
hare served also to illuminate the record 
of his public acts and have brought to bear 
on the final judgment of the world the con- 
clusive testimony as to the nobility of his 
purposes, the purity of his heart, and the 
grand simplicity of his faith in the divine 
protection of the rights of the people. 

The notable result of this lapse of years 
and consequent readjustment of Lincoln's. 


place among the world’s great men has] 


been to strengthen the conviction that he 
is the peerless exemplar of the highest 
development of the Nation’s manhood. 
His self-reliance and unswerving perse- 
verance when convinced of the right, his 
profound faith in the guidance of Provi- 
dence, his simple, unassailable integrity 
formed a complement to his extraordinary 
mental acumen that made him master of 
the great crisis in the world’s history. 

No man in the history of the country 
contributed so largely as Lincoln to fester- 
ing the manliness and patriotism and hon- 
est ambition of his fellow-men. The ar- 
duous labors of his early life after he moved 
from Kentucky to Decatur, III., in 1830, 
his struggle to gain a livelihood agninst 
big odds, his comparative poverty, and the 
humble makeshifts to which he was obliged 
to resort form an instructive and inspiring 
object lesson to all who may not be blessed 
with much of this world’s goods at the 
beginning -of life’s battle. He was cradled 
in hard work, with not very bright pros- 
pects, but subsequently won the full re- 
ward for industry, fidelity, and honesty, 
and his career teaches more clearly than 
any other in the Nation’s history that these 
qualities, supplementing mental discipline, 
comprise the best possible human endow- 
ment. 

Lincoln’s legacy of patriotism and im- 
pulses to patriotism is eontained in tangi- 
ble form chiefly in his public utterances 
after he became a commanding figure in 
political life. It was at the convention in 
Springfield, 1858, when he was nominated 
for the United States Senate, that he 
voiced the historie epigram: A house 
divided against itself cannot stand.“ The 
seven speeches he delivered soon after this 
event in his famous debates with Douglas 
teemed with similar striking passages. 
But one of the most notable of his state- 
ments, and which is frequently quoted as 
illustrative of his solemn appreciation of 
his ‘executive duty, was delivered in his 
first inaugural address in 1861 as follows: 


In your hands, my dissatisfied fellow-country- 
men, and not in mine, is the momentous issue of. 
civil war. The government will not assail you, 
You can have no conflict without being your- 
selves the aggressors. You have no oath registered 
in heaven to destroy the government; while I sha!) 
— 5 solemn one to preserve, protect, and 


It is frequently lost sight of in discussing 
the civil war and its cause that at the begin- 
ning Lincoln regarded the direct question of 
slavery as merely a side issue. In no place 
is this fact brought out more clearly than in 
his open letter to Horace Greeley in 1862, 
which read as follows: 

My paramount object is to gave the Union, and 
l If I could 
do it; K 1 
would do it; and if I 
and leaving others 
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any nation so conceived and so dedicated can long 
‘endure. We are met on a great battiefield of 
ties war. We have come to dedicate a portion of 
that field as a final resting place for those who 
here gave their lives that that Nation might live. 
It is altogether fitting and proper that we should 
do this. But in a larger sense we cannot dedicate, 
we cannot consecrate, we cannot hallow this 
gtound. The brave men living and dead who 
struggied here have consecrated it far above our 


poor power to add or detract. The world will little 


note nor long remember what we say here; but 
it can never forget what they did here. It is for 
us, the living, rather, to be dedicated here to the 
unfinished work which they who fought here have 
thus far so nobly advanced. It is rather for us 
to be here dedicated to the great task remaining 
before us: that from these honored dead we take 
increased devotion to that cause for which they 
gave the last full measure of devotion; that we 
here highly resolve that these dead shail not have 
died in vain: that this Nation under God shall 
have a new birth of freedom; and that government 
of the people. by the people, and for the people 
shall not perish from the earth. 

This should be read in every assemblage 
today where Lincoln memorial services are 
held. In contains the epitome of the great 


man’s noblest aspirations and inspirations. 


GOMEZ WILL ACCEFT ONLY: LIBERTY. 
Gen. Gomez, the head of the army of 
Cuban ingurgents, has given an interview to 
a correspondent in which he discusses with- 
out reservation the various phases of the 
Cuban question that are now before the 
public. His statements are more than 
usually important because they are accom- 
panied by his personal assurance that they 
are genuine, and not garbled. . The feature 
of his interview is the decisive manner in 
which he rejects any suggestions of reforms 
emanating from Madrid. He does not be- 
lieve that Spain has any intention of grant- 
ing any real reforms to Ouba. He declares 
that Spain’s policy always has been to make 
as much out of the colony as possible and 
that no change would be made for the pur- 
pose of granting any fa vor to Cuba. “Iam 
disgusted with this talk of reform,” he adds, 
“ Does Spain think we have forgotten. the 
lessons of the past? Does she think we will 
be ready to treat with her for a portion 
when the whole is within reach and when 
we can win it with honor?” ’ 

But even if it be admitted that Spain has 
a definite scheme of alleged reforms to offer, 
Gen. Gomez declares that it would not be 
accepted. It is not to be imagined that any 
reforms could. go so far as to include abso- 
lute liberty, and this is the only price of’ 
peace in Cuba. Gen. Gomez would accept 
home rule but “ only home rule in the broad- 
est sense, and that means liberty.” He 
adds on this point: 

We want nothing from Spain but our rights; 
we do not want her Captain-General nor her 
Flory, if she has any remaining, nor her care. 
The hatred for Spain is so deeply rooted in this 


island that I am sure a very large majority of 
our people, those under arms and those who have 


.| mot yet had opportunity to go into the fleld, would 


rather, if they thought the revolution was going 
to fail, go abroad and live among strangers than 
stay in Cuba under a continuation of Spanish 
power. As for me personally, I would prefer hell 
and the demolition of the devil than my beloved 
island with a Spanish Captain-General. 

This is strong language, but it seems to 
settle the fate of any proposition to give 
the insurgents ahything less than indepen- 
dence through the medium of diplomatic 
interference. It seems to decide the ques- 
tion whether the war is to continue to the 
finish. Naturally Gen, Gomez cannot look 
with much favor on the attitude of the 
United States Government. He is some- 


“what reticent in expressing his full opin- 


ion, but it is possible to guess at all he 
would say from the following utterance: 

It is certain that the United States has not been 
our ally: It is certain that the Cuban leaders in 
the United States have been arrested and im- 
prisoned because they were suspected of plotting 
to break certain laws. It is certain that now 
under arrest in New York is Gen. Carlos Roloff, 
one of the thief officers of our civil government, 
as welf as one of my most trusted lieutenants. It 
is certain that American cruisers are doing their 
utmost to cut off our supplies, and it is certain 
that the Secretary of State of the United States 
has been negotiating with Spain for a settlement of 
the war. Would you say that the United States 
was our ally after knowing these things, or would 
you say in almost every manner possible the 
American Government has not been the friend of 
those who oppose us? 

Gen. Gomez is justified in making this 
implied protest, although perhaps he fails 
to acknowledge as fully as he should the 
sympathy for his cause that is felt by the 
people of the United States outside of the 
President’s coterie. 

Throughout the interview, which covers 
many details of the war and its prospects, 
there is not a suggestion of lack of harmony 
among the Cuban leaders either in or out 
of Cuba. Gomez pays the highest tribute 
to the American representative, Gen. Pal- 
ma, and to all the agents who are doing 80 
much for the patriots in the field by rais- 
ing money and sending supplies and arms 
to the island. There is not a suggestion 
either of discouragement or lack of faith 
in ultimate victory. Gomez shows he be- 
lieves in the righteousness of his cause and 
that it will triumph, and he seems to have 
inspired all the men under him with the 
same devoted spirit. . 


THE INTERCEPTING SEWERS. 
The experts appointed by Mayor Swift 
to report what shall de done when the 
drainage channel has been completed re- 


garding those sewers which now discharge 


directly into the lake have ended their labors. 
It is recommended that intercepting sewers 
be constructed, through which the drainage 
and sewage of the territory lying north 
of Fullerton avenue may be conducted into 
the North Branch. It is recommended 
also that those South Side sewers which 
have their. outfall into the lake be made 
to discharge inte the South Branch, and 
that intercepting sewers be constructed to 
carry the Hyde Park sewage westward. 

The estimated cost of these improvements 
will be about $3,400,000. The commission 
had nothing to do with the raising of the 
money and makes no recommendations as 
to how it may be obtained. That is left 
to the city authorities. 

The. experts recommend also that as soon 
as available means will permit the intakes 
of all the tunnels be extended. 

As the construction of the proposed 
sewers and the special assessment proceed- 
ings will take considerable time it is likely 
that the Council will take up this matter 
at an early day. Then the intercepting 
sewers may be finished about the time the

THE PRIMARY ELECTION BILL, 

The primary election bill which has been 
prepared by the Civic Federation and affili- 
ated societies will be presented to the Legis- 
lature soon. That measure will meet with 
the’ active or passive opposition of politi- 
cians of both parties, who prefer greatly the 
present system with all ite opportunities for 
fraud. The friends of the bill are going to 
make an active campaign in support of it. 

There is certainly need of legislation on 
this subject. The Crawford law is a failure. 
There has never been a conviction under its 
provisions. There has been only one solitary 
indictment founded upon the Crawford law 
that held water. There ts nothing in the 
statute to prevent ballot box stuffing, steal- 
ing of ballot boxes, or half a thousand other 
possible crimes at the primary. It was 
framed to stop public clamor, but has never 


interfered seriously with the ward heeler, 


the ballot box stuffer, the plug ugly, and the 
rest of the nasty diptera that feed upon the, 
corruption of the franchise; or with the 
bosses, the so-called machines, the larger 
insectivora of politics who thrive and grow 
fat on the seavengering of their ignorant 
and vicious hirelings 

Reform of the primary is one of the cry- 
ing needs of the hour. No question deserves 
more immediate, conscientious, and patriotic 
attention at the hands of the Legislature. 

But there are in that body many men who 
dislike a reform which will make it more 
difficult for them to carry prifmaries, elect 
delegates, and get offices. 

One objection which they will urge will be 
the expense to which the taxpayers will be 
subjected. For it is proposed that the ex- 
pense of the primaries must be borne by the 
people and not by the political parties. 
The cost has been put as high as $130,000 a 
year, but that is an exaggerated estimate. 
The pay of the judges and clerks for a pri- 
mary will amount to $12,000. The rent of 
polling places and the incidental expenses 
cannot amount to more than $12,000, 

In all even-numbered years and some odd- 
numbered years two primaries will have to 
be held, one for the city and one for the 
county election. So on those years the ex- 
pense will be over $50,000. That sum is not 
too much to pay for honest primaries if the 
voters will avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity. But the election expenses of the 
city are already quite heavy, as the follow- 
ing figures will show:

The opponents of the primary election 
law, playing for once the part of econo- 
mists, will contend that the scanty reve- 
nues of the city will not stand a larger ap- 
propriation for election expenses. 

The Lest answer to make to that argu- 
ment perhaps is that if this measure should 
become a law it would not take effect until 
it had been adopted by a popular vote. If 
the people of this county and city are of 
the opinion that a better primary system is 
worth $50,000 or thereabouts a year, they 
will ratify the law. If they do not, they 
will defeat it. ) 

Another objection which will be urged, 
and which will have some weight, is that 
the county and city conventions chosen 
under this bill will be exceedingly unwieldy. 
The election precinct is made the unit. 
Each must have at least one delegate in a 
convention. The union of several election 
precinets to form a primary district, as is 
done by the Crawford law, was not accept- 
able to the framers of the new bill, because 
it results in gerrymandering. 

On an average there were 217 Republic- 
an votes to the precinct last November. 
But there were great differences between 
the precincts. Fifty-five cast less than 100 
votes—one casting only 30. Three hundred 
and twenty-one cast between 100 and 200 
votes, and 394 between 200 and 300. The 
highest vote cast was 601. 

If precincts casting 50 or 60 votes are to 
have a delegate it will be contended that in 
order to secure equal representation dis- 
tricts which cast 150, 200, or 250 Republic- 
an votes should have three, four, or five 
delegates. But in that case it wouid be 
necessary to hire the Coliseum to hold a 
county or city convention. 

No fault can be found with this mode of 
electing delegates to an Aldermanic, a 
legislative, or a Congressional convention. 
The convention would be large, but not too 
large, and it would be thoroughly repre- 
sentative. No set of voters could complain 
that they did not have their fair share of 
the delegates. 

But the men who take an active part in 
politics will claim that the city and county 
conventions will be so large as to be un- 
manageable, especially if any number of 
delegates feel inclined to get up a disiur- 
bance. 

Some of the practical politicians will vot 
relish the stringent penalties provided for 
a violation of the provisions of this measure. 
But they will not say anything on that 
point. They will confine their objections 
to the expense and to precinct representa- 
tion.

THE DEATH OF CASTELMARY. 

The sudden death of Armand Castelmary 
removes a most excellent and accomplished 
artist from the operatic stage. The circum- 
stances of his death invest it with some- 
thing like a tragic interest. M. Oastel- 
mary was in his 63d year, and more than 
half his life had been spent upon the 
stage. In his earlier days he was known as 
one of the leading French bassos, and with 
his wife, the famous cantatrice, Marie 
Sasse, from whom he had been separated 
twenty years, created the leading rdles of 
Meyerbeer’s “* L’Africaine.” He first came 
to this country under the management of 
Strakosch, making his début in Chicago 
Oct. 20, 1879, in the role of Mephistopheles, 
in Gounod’s “ Faust,” one of his strongest 
personations. He was an artist of unusual 
intelligence and dramatic ability, and was 
gifted with a rich and resonant bass voice 
and an engaging personality that made him 
a pronounced favorite with opera-goers. 

On the evening of his death he was cast 
in the minor part of Tristan, in Martha,” 
which would indicate that age had made 
inroads upon his fine voice and great 
physical powers. Otherwise he should have 
had the rdle of Plunkett, which has ever 
been a favorite with bassos, nothwithstand- 
ing the light character of the music. The 
part of Tristan requires little vocal exer- 
cise, but much physical effort in capering 
and frisking about, and it was in one of 
these efforts near the close of the second 
scene of the first act that he became ex- 
hausted and overpowered. He struggled 
on bravely, however, but the effort had been 
too much for him. He staggered and fell to 
the floor, dead, amid the plaudits of the 
audience, which fancied it was witnessing 
an admirable piece of comedy. For Castel- 
mary was a great actor as well as singer. 

In view of the mournful nature of the 
situation it is a little remarkable that the 
audience was not notified of what had hap- 
pened and that it was not quietly dismissed. 
Instead of that the announcement was made 
that he was ill. A substitute was ready, 
the curtain rang up on the second act, and 
the rollicking comedy went of to its close 
while poor Castelmary lay in his last sleep. 
From a sentimental point of view Castel- 
mary’s life had gone out in song and he had 
died upon the stage he loved so well, amid 
the plaudits of a brilliant audience, but 
it would have been more respectful to the 
memory of the artist to have closed the 
performance when the curtain rang down 
upon his life. The audience might have well 
spared an hour or two more of funmaking 
in the presence of death. 


RENOMINATE JUDGE MAGRUDER. 

It is understood that there is a desire in 
certain quarters to prevent the renoniina- 
tion of Judge Magruder of the Supreme 
Court, whose term expires this summer. 
This desire is prompted by interested mo- 
tives and not by any regard for the standing 
of the bench or the good of the people. 

Judge Magruder is entitled to a renomina- 
tion and reélection. He gave up his prac- 
tice twelve years ago to assume the duties 
of a Supreme Court Judge, which are ar- 
duous and are insufficiently paid for. He 
has discharged those duties acceptably.

To drop him would please Altgeld, 
no doubt, but a Republican judicial con- 
vention should not seek to oblige him 

It would be unjust and unwise to decline 
to renominate Judge Magruder and select 
some other lawyer who has not had his 
valuable experience and his long judicial 
traming. The court would be weakened 
by his removal. 

The district which Judge Magruder repre- 
sents is made up of the Counties of Cook, 
Lake, Kankakee, Du Page, and Will. Prac- 
tically it is a Cook County district. The 
Republicans of this county surely will not 
be guilty of so grave a blunder as to drop 
an upright, competent jurist, who has 
served faithfully for so many years, in or- 
der to experiment with some new man. 

A Republican nomination will be equiva- 
lent to an election, and there should not 
be a vote cast against Judge Magruder in 
the Republican convention which will meet 
in a few months.

He, Too, Claims Conspiracy. 

Mr. Hartnett laid the same charge of con- 
Splracy advanced by the O'Malley defense 
against the State’s-Attorney in the Santry 
case. He recounted the efforts made to 
bring Santry to trial immediately after his 
arrest and imprisonment, and cited Miss 
Shirley’s report of the interview between 
Witness Smith and the prosecuting attor- 
neys as evidence of bad faith on the part of 
the State. He read the law to show that 
Miss Shirley would have been guilty‘of a 
crime in remaining silent, knowing, as it is 
alleged she did know, of corrupt practices 
on the part of the paosecution. 

The uncertainty of the identification of 
Santry, either as a member of the gang that 
raided the polling place or as the person 
treated at No. 73 Ontario street the same 
night for a gunshot wound, was dwelt upon 
by the speaker at great length. Dr. Smed- 
ley’s evidence was reviewed to show he had 
said the man treated by him wore a long, 
dark mustache and was forty pounds heavier 
than Santry now ia, and that the doctor was 
not certain in his identification of Santry, 
judging only by the scar of the-wound. This, 
the attorney argued, was insufficient identi- 
fication, as there was no distinguishing mark 
about the wound or scar, and many men 
might have been shot in practically the 
Same manner.

State of Illinois, Executive Office, Spring- 
field, Feb. 9, 1897.—To the Honorable the

“It is also my intention to hold your board 
responsible for the department, and, so that 
you may not be embarrassed in the discharge 
of your duties, or the proper discipline inter- 
fered with, I shall make no recommendation 
for appointments under you; and itis my de- 
sire that no man be retained orany new man 
be appointed who is not in every way possi- 
ble fully qualified, so that not only the 
former high standard of efficiency of old be 
reached but, if possible, surpassed under 
your administration. 

“To this end I would therefore recommend 
that you make no undue haste in removals 
or appointments. Very respectfully yours, 

** JOHN R. TANNER.”

CARLSON PLEADS GUILTY 10 MURDER. 


He Is Charged with Killing Mrs. Laura 
Belle Thornton in Novem- 
ber Last. 


A more penitent criminal seldom faced the 
bar of justice than Carl Carlson, the Self- 
confessed murderer, whose case was heard by 
Judge Neely yesterday. He is charged with 
having killed Mrs. Laura Belle Thornton at 
No. 1330 Michigan avenue last November, 
and to this he has entered an unqualified plea 
of guilty.

I've just killed a woman, and will soon 
be arrested,” sald Carison.

The witness said 
he had been told by Carlson he intended to 
commit suicide when he shot Mrs. Thornton, 
but he became so nervous and excited he 
could not do 80. :

APOLLO CLUB SURPASSES ANY OF 
ITS FORMER EFFORTS. 


Choruses in Rheinberger’s “ Christo- 
forus” Are Rendered with a Force 
and Spirit Simply Irresistible—So- 
loists, Imbued with the Strength 
and Beauty of the Music, Sing as 
Never Before—Mackenzie’s “Rose 
of Sharon d Falls in Comparison. 


The second part of last Bight’s Apollo club 
concert at the Auditorium, and which com- 
prised Rheinberger’s Christoforus,“ must 
be acknowledged as unsurpassed by any at- 
tainment of the organization within present 
recall, Rheinberger’s getting of the beauti- 
ful legend of St. Christopher is so full of mo- 
tion, varied in rythm, and admirably adapted 
to the text. The interest is alWays sus- 
tained, the weaving of the voice parte 80 
spontaneous, that it seefhs one of those 
works which sings itself. 

A chorus in singing such a work must feel 
that it is the vitality of it. Soli there are and 
fine in their opportunity in dramatic delivery. 
But the chorus is dominant and last night 
the singers, thoroughly imbued with the 
spirit of the work, carried it with a force 
simply irresistible. The rhythm, shading, 
and word values were beautifully sustained, 
the orchestra keyed to proper sympathy, 
and everything combined to make the per- 
formance a memorable one. 

But at one point was there faltering, and 
then for so brief a space it would be cavilling 
not to forget it. The spirit of the chorug in- 
spired the soloists to stronger effort than in 
the first half of the concert, which com- 
prised Mackenzie’s ‘‘ Rose of Sharon.” 
There the chorus itself fell short of the 
standard of which it is well capable. There 
was apathy. The attack was frequently un- 
certain, the response was unequal. But for 
all that, there were episodes when the sing- 
ers arose fully to demands and things came 
out finely. 

In the Mackenzie work, of which the first 
two parts were sung, Miss Helen Buckley 
gave a thoroughly artistic interpretation of 
“The Lord Is My Shepherd.“ Her voice, 
though not powerful, is of great beauty of 
tone, and liquid in quality. She has been ad- 
mirably schooled, and beyond, all she is a 
singer of eminent intelligence, one to whom 
the meaning of the word leads to the meaning 
of the note. 

Mr. Max Heinrich is always welcome. At 


the outset last night there was the impres- 


sion that he was in bad voice, but by the 
time the Christoforus was reached tho 
general spirit of the situation caused vocal 
hindrance to vanish. His delivery of the 
part of the Giant was thoroughly effective 
and finished. : 

The two remaining singers—Mrs. Rom- 
meiss-Thacker and Mr. George Hamlin—are 
thoroughly familiar figures and welcome 
ones to Chicago audiences. Mr. Hamlin has 
grown of late notably in his work, and in 
last night’s soli entrusted to his care there 
was thorough evidence of that best of at- 
tributes, the conscientiousness that leads yet 
more to be awaited.

SIX-DAY RACE ENTRIES CLOSE. 


George Iliff, the Legless Rider, Prom- 
ises to Be the Attraction in the 
Coming Grind. 


Probably the rider who will attract the 
most attention in the coming six-day race 
will be George B. Iliff, the man who rides 
with artificial legs. It is the first instance 
of a man handicapped by such physical im- 
perfection entering a race where endurance 
is the test and perfect physical condition the 
‘one thing aimed at in the preparatory train- 
ing. Yet Iliff will enter the race upon the 
same terms as the other riders, and is confi- 
dent of making a good showing. 

To the physicians who will study the effect 
of the long and continued strain of a six-day 
race in che interest of science, Iliff will be a 
subject of special interest. They say they 
do not understand how he can last any 
length of time, for the strain will be con- 
centrated, and the muscles of the stumps 
must bear the burdens which would be dis- 
tributed through the entire leg of a man of 
perfect parts. The legless athlete concedes 
that the strain upon him willbe greater, but 
he relies upon his otherwise excellent physi- 
cal powers and his endurance, which he has 
demonstrated in a great many tests before 
and since he lost his legs. He has been an 
athlete since he was a mere boy, and asa 
sprinter and boxer he miade a reputation 
before he was 19 years of age. It is since the 
unfortunate accident which deprived him of 
his legs that he took up bicycle riding. 

He learned to ride in a few hours, and in 
less than two years he has become a rider 
of prominence. As a trick rider he rides the 
pedals without using his hands, rear or front 
wheel elevated, right and left pedal change, 
rides backwards, and with handle bars and 


saddle remove.

DAN STUART REACHES THE NEVADA 
CAPITAL--ANNOUNCES DECISION. 


Manager of the Big Mill Makes the 
Choice After a Brief Talk with Lo- 

‘ Cal Authorities—Pavilion to Be On 
or Near the State Fair Grounds— 
Corbett to Train at Shaw’s Springs 


Erected Immediately, 


Carson, Nev., Feb. 11.—{Special.)—The 
crowd that had been waiting at the depot for 
over a week hoping to get a glance at Dan 
Stuart was rewarded this morning as the 
portly Texan got off the train. But the 
camera fiends were disappointed, as Stuart 
walked with his head down and his back to 
the instruments. He was accompanied by 
his partner, W. H. Wheelock, and together 
they quickly went to their hotel. 

Here they were plied with questions as to 
where the fight would take place, as it has 
been well known for some time that when 
Stuart arrived he would announce the exact 
location. They merely replied that they 
must have a consultation with the local rep- 
resentatives of the movement before giving 
anything out, but that the place would sure- 
ly be made known before 6 o’clock this even- 
ing. However, Stuart and Wheelock were 
not excluded from the public over fifteen 
minutes before Stuart came to the door and 
gave out the following report to the press: 

„ Owing to its central. location and owing 
to the interest in the matter taken by the 
police of that town I have decided to hold 


the big fight in Carson. 
„% Dan A. STUART.” 


Citizens of Carson Pleased. 

With this a shout went up that could be 
heard for blocks, and soon it was known all 
over town thdt the Corbett and Fitzsim- 
mons match would take place in Carson, the 
Capital City of Nevada. The excitement 
had not abated late in the day, and people 
have already commenced preparations for 
the great influx of visitors that will be here. 
All bündings that can in any way be utilized 
for lodging-houses, such as pool-rooms and 
business houses of all descriptions, have 
been rented at exorbitant figures in every 
case where their owners would consent to 
let them go at any figure. 

Stuart said there would be several other 
attractions here at the same time—that is, 
if the proper arrangements could be made 
in the way of contests to a finish between 
men of national reputation, and it seems 
to be his desire to make it a week of sports. 
Besides these events there will be & wing 
shooting contest calculated to settle the 
world’s champicnship for that sport. 

As to the men who will meet, outside of 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons, he will not say, 
beyond that he -will match Maher and Shar- 
key if they will meet and a satisfactory ar- 
rangement can be made withthem. 


Scene of the Fight. 

This evening Dan Stuart said that the 
pavilion in which the Corbett-Fitzsimmons 
fight will take place will be erected on or 
immediately below the Carson race track. 
It will not be a permanent or pretentious 
structure, but will consist of wood and can- 
vas. First a floor will be laid of wood, and 
then will come the depressed center in which 
the ring will be located. Back of this will 
come the box seats, reserved seats, and gen- 
eral admission in the usual form. While the 
rate of admission has not as yet been an- 
nounced, it is understood it will be in the 
neighborhood of $5, and from that the spec- 
tator can go about as high as his desire or 
purse will let him. 

Stuart opened a bureau here today under 
the direction of Sidney Gray of New York, 
who will make all arrangements during the 
next two weeks for the accommodation of 
the crowds that will be here during the 
fights. He will visit all the places that could 
be converted into lodging-houses, and see 
what their capacity will be, and, before the 
fight comes off, everything will be done in 
this line, and no one will be without proper 
accommodations. 


Will Handle the Crowd. 

A story has gained circulation that after 
the main line railroads land the crowd at 
Reno the Virginia and Truckee cannot han- 
dle it to get it here in time. H. M. Yering- 
ton, Superintendent of that road, was inter- 
viewed on that phase of the matter this 
afternoon. 

Never fear,” he said, “‘ we will handle all 
the passengers in first-class shape.

DIAMOND MATCH DIRECTORY RE- 
' ORIVES SEVERAL BIDS. 


Cash Offer of $900,000 and One by Mens- 
urement Amounting to More than 
$1,000,000 Made—Will Probably Be 
Sold at Once—American Biscuit 
Company’s Annual Meeting—Fight

An offer of $900,000 has been made, ac- 
cording to report, for the logs owned by, the 
Diamond Match company and now in the 
Ontonagon River. This offer is a lump sum 
for the logs owned by the company as they 
lay. Another offer has been made of 80 
much a thousand according to measure~ 
ment, and if the measurement is what is 
claimed the Diamond Match company would 
receive from the sale of the logs under this 
offer a little over $1,000,000. At the annual 
meeting of the company President Barber 
announced an-offer had been received for 
the logs, and that it would be considered by 
the board to be elected that day. He 
estimated the logs as being worth not less 
than $1,250,000, and in the report of assets 
ot the company this item was put down at 
$1,276,401. 

The Diamond Match directors are now 
considering the question of a disposition of 
the logs. Men have been sent to make more 
accurate measurements, showing the lum- 
ber that can be obtained from them, and a 
number of offers in addition to the one men- 
tioned have been received. A number of 
sawmill men have submitted bids to the 
company for s@wing the logs and turning 
the output over to the Diamond Match com- 
pany. There have been offers received aiso 
for the transportation of the logs to mills 
other than those in the vicinity of Ontona- 
gon. The company is in no special need of 
more lumber to be used in the manufacture 
of matches. It now has a supply of lum- 
ber at Barberton, O., sufficient to run the 
match factory there for years, 

The directors are desirous of realizing 
upon this asset in order that all the floating 
debt of the company may be wiped out and 
interest charges stopped. The logs are in 
good condition, and 80 far they have suf- 
fered no damage from being in the water 
other than that which results immediately. 
after the logs are cut. It is claimed the logs 
will remain in water for an indefinite period 
without injury. Those who are most deeply 
interested as holders of stock agree it will 
be better to dispose of the logs, even if it 
should be done at some sacrifice from esti- 
mates which have been made, rather than 
to carry them for a longer period. 

American Biscuit’s Good Year. 

Stockholders of the American Biscuit 
and Manufacturing company neld their an- 
nual meeting yesterday at the Old Colony 
Building.

There was considerable 
European buying of certain cl of bonds, 
particularly the Northern Pacific and Atchi- 
son issues. The market is bare of really 
high-grade investments, and this, with the 
high prices they command, has turned the 
inquiry toward the more speculative classes.

Aouse in North May street thieves dug for 
buried treasure the other night, and after 
they had patiently turned over every inch 


bot sand and dirt in the cellar floor they crept 


quietly away with the box of gold for which 
they had hunted. 

Over $750 was the booty the thieves carried 
off, and it was not in bonds that could not 
bring any one but the owner more than their 
value in waste paper, but it was in good, 
hard, yellow dollars that old John Kruse has 
been a lifetime in piling up. He mistrusted 
his friends and he feared banks. Besides, 
he liked to have his stacks of clinking coin 
where he could run it through his fingers 
and count it over now and then, so he kept 
it down in the bottom of his cellar and 
trusted the secret to no one. 

He thought of thieves, but he did not be- 
lieve any one knew that he, poor old John 
Kruse, had little more than enough to pro- 
vide for his few wants. Besides, he owned 
two fierce bulldogs, which were never al- 

wed to leave the house, and spent most of 

time down in the cellar, and to them the 
old man trusted the guardianship of his 
treasure.

Search for the Treasure. 


It was last Monday night that thé thieves 


went treasure hunting—not on a barren isle 
or a lonely coast, like the people in Steven- 
g0n's novels, but in the heart of a great city. 
How they found that old man Kruse had 
money of course no one knows. They had no 
cipher full of mysterious words and figures 
to guide them, but it is more than likely the 
pains the old man took to keep thieves away 
Irom his treasure attracted them. 

The keeping of two savage dogs told the 
observing that Kruse had something in his 
house he wished to guard, and his extreme 
nervousness when strangers were about was 
another evidence that he had something he 
wished to hide. 

At any rate, they found out. On Tuesday, 
when the old man got up early to see if 
everything was right about the place, he 
missed his two dogs. When he had gone to 
rest the night before he had left one dog tied 
in the entryway at the back of the house, 
while the other one was tied to the front 
stoop. During the night Kruse had not heard 
a sound from the dogs to signify that any- 
thing unusual was disturbing them.

From the appearance of the basement the 
thieves must have dug over every inch of it 
and down to a depth of from two to four feet 
in some places before their spades finally 
ted against the lid of the box and they 
fted out the treasure. Then carrying 


their tools with them they had crawled out 


of the little window as quietly as they had 
come, and stepping gently over the boxes 
and barrels disappeared in the darkness with 
gold which it had taken old John Kruse a 
lifetime to save up. 

How the thieves quieted the dogs is not 
known. They were savage brutes, and would 
hardly permit any one but their master to 
come near them even in daylight, while at 
night the old man himself had to approach 
them with a deal of whistling and coaxing. 
One of the dogs came back on Tuesday night. 
He was covered with dirt and blood. The 
old man thinks the robbers who stole his gold 


fed the dogs drugged meat, and when they 


were overcome tied them up and carried 
them away. Then they came back and pur- 
sued their hunt for the treasure without 
danger of interruption. 

Kruse Almost Crazy. 

Kruse is almost crazy over his. loss. He 
has bought another bulldog to replace the 
one that disappeared. He wanders about 
his despoiled basement in the daytime as 
though he thought the thieves had dug the 
money up in one place only to bury it in an- 
other. He ties his two dogs at the front and 
back of his house when he goes to sleep, just 
as he used to do, and through the night the 
frithful dogs outside stand guard over the 
rifled cellar.
